The six large canvases — one is twenty- four feet 
long — present dramatic dusk and night scenes of his Soho 
neighborhood and of his summer environment in Maine.

A Carlo Bugatti tea set, Lalique jewelry, Galle glass, and Toulouse- 
Lautrec posters are included in this representative group of French 
Art Nouveau objects from the Museum’s collections and local lenders. 
Along with American Arts t Crafts I 89 O-I 92 O, this show complements 
the major traveling exhibition Bent Wood and Metal Furniture: I 85 O- 
19^6 (now opening August 24) .
